LATES® FROM THE SAMOAN ISLANDS. 

Apia (via steamer Alameda).—Re- 
ports from several outlying districts 
incicate that the natives are becoming 
impressed with the idea that the 
Chief Justice appointed Ly the three 
powers under the Berlin Treaty is not 
coming to Samoa, and are applying to 
redeem their arms, which had been 
pledged to the storkeepers for food and 
supplies. The laws are strict against 
the sale of firearms or ammunition to 
the natives, yet they manage to secure 
both. 

Several minor disturbances on the 
outlying islands have been reported. 

A pu) lic meeting of the residents of 
Apia wes held un October 29th, and 
resolutions were adopted expressing 
dissatisfaciion at the delay of tbe 
powers in carrying out the provisions | 
of the treaty and establishing a per- 
1caoent Government in Samoa; alxo, 
p-oiesting against any iurther levying 
or collecting of duties or taxes until 
the establisbing of such Government, 
and requesting the Consular Board 
not to disburse or é€xpend any furthe- 
por.ion of the public moneys without 
first consulting the taxpayers as to 
the proposed expenditure and obtain- 
ing their consent thereto. The Con- 
suls were also requested to communi- 
cale to their respective Governments 
by cablegram the necessity of at once 
establishing an effective Government 
on the islands. 

United States Consul Sewall was ab- 
sentat the time, being at Savaii with 
Henry Adams, the American his- 
torian, and Is Farge, the New York 
artist. The German and English 
Consuls, however, received the depa- 
tation and agreed to comply with the 
requests contained in the resolutions. 

Since then word has been received 
that the Chief Justice is on his way 
here via England and the United 
States, and an easier feeling now pre- 
vails. \

The incoming Legislature will | 
be taxed to its utmost capacity in | 
the passage of such laws as are | 
best adapted te our present re-| 
quirements, and the members | 
should devote all their spare time | 
from now on in a study of what is | 
wanted. The University needs 
careful lookmg after, and the Acts 
of previous sessions will have to | 
be overhauled, anc the State will | 
be called upon to make good the | 
loss occasioned by the law passed | 
in violation of the Act of Congress | 
of 1862. That ‘aw provides that | 
all money derived from the sale of | 
lands under the 90,000-acre college | 
grant shall be invested in “stocks | 
of the United States, or of the | 
State, or some other safe stocks, | 
yielding not less than five per | 
centum of the par value of said | 
stocks.” | 

The Legislature of 1889 passed a | 
law authorizing the State to bor- 
row from the fund created by the | 
90,000-acre grant $38,000, at 4 nor | 
cent per annum, in direct viviation 
of the United States statute. This 
the State will have to make good, 

If it is retrenchment and reform 
that we want, something shouid 
be done with our State convicts to 
make them earn at least a part of 
their support, and it will require 
careful and intelligent thought to 
bring itabout. Then there is the 
State Insane Asylum, which we 
are satisfied needs overhauling 
from cellar to garret in order to 
get at the true inwardness of the 
institution, and quite a saving can 
be effected in that branch of the 
Government service if propeily 
handled. | 

And so it goes through every | 
department of the State service. 
It has been the policy of the State | 
agen(s to make all they could out 
of their offices under the law, and | 
while we do not blame them for 
this, the law should be so guarded | 
that perquisites would be impossi- | 
ble. The State Land Office needs | 
looking into and all unnecessary 
help cut off in that department. 
Then thefe are ways and means to 
provide for the reclamation of our 
arid wastes and many other things 
to do of still more importance than 
any thus far mentioned, and they 
should all be made to dovetail into 
the work the Legislature cuts out 
for the Constitutional Convention 
to do, and requires intelligence of 
uo mean order to bring it all about. | 
The members will be better pre-.| 
pared to do the work acceptably 
to the people if they give these | 
subjects the study they de-erve | 
before the Legislature meets. Any 
member who thinks he is to have 
a picnic at Carson this winter will 
get badly left if he does his duty 
to his constituents. 


Turre is but little adimiration for 
the editor who is all partisan, ignoring | 
principle. The late campaign in the | 
State of Nevada has brought into | 
prominence the moral stamina of the | 
journalists of the State. In the town | 
of Reno a newspaper writer bad the | 
back-bone to condemn one of his own | 
party stanchions whom he considered 
politically and socially corrupt. We 
admire the man who in convention or 
out of convention weighs well his 
party candidate, and if found corrupt, 
arraigns him before the people.—{Cen- | 
tral Nevadan.

It leaves as 
as much in ignorance as to what it is 
as when it came, those that did not 
investigate the matter closely still 
holeing to the poisoning by some 
herb, but I am still of the opinion 
that the poisoning was by innoculation 
by fly bites, either from the green 
head, large black or deer fly, as they 
were all very numerous this year, and 
so many dead cattle this spring every- 
where, I think their bite was poison- 
ous.
